The budget lists a total 
of almost $700,000 for op. 
erating expenditures but 
Millions of dollars are aut- 
horized for the District’s 
use in general obligation 
bonds (tax supported) and 
assessments for improve- 
ment districts. 

Budget discussion at the 
Meeting centered on relati- 
vely minor items, involving 
a few thousand dollars, but

others. Blatz quickly replied 


CCWD was going to acquire 
any stock in mutual com- 
panies this year. Nesbit re- 
plied he thought money 
Should be left in the bud- 
get to buy stock, since CC WD 
has engineers out making 
appraisais now.

The motion passed, and on June 10, 
three days later, a committee of five was 
appointed to express the determination im- 
plicit in the Lee resolution, The five were 
John Adams, Benjamin Franklin, Thomas 
Jefferson, Robert R. Livingston and Roger 


Declaration of Independence-- for the sup. 
port of which, ‘‘with a firm reliance on 
the protection of divine Providence, we 
mutually pledge to each other our lives, 
our fortunes and our sacred honor.”’ 

Many who signed that declaration did 
indeed pay with their lives. Some lost 
their fortunes. None lost his honor. 


Our forebearers paid a price for the 


On June 28, the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was presented to the Continental Con- 
gress. The members, realizing its import, 
took it apart, word by word, and deleted 
about 500 of the 1,800 words in it, Jef- 
ferson objected, but was overruled.
